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MISSOURI FIELD CROP SUMMARY, 1975 


The 1975 crop year was hindered by summer drought 
conditions that reduced production, but the severity 
of the dry period for the State as a whole was less 
than the 1974 drought. The east-southeastern por- 
tions of the State had generally ample moisture sup- 
plies. Yields varied widely in drought areas due to 
the effect of scattered showers in local areas during 
the dry period. 


Muddy field conditions during February, March and 
early April caused seed bed preparation, early corn 
planting, and oat seeding to lag behind normal. Fav- 
orable conditions for fieldwork prevailed from mid- 
April through June, allowing farmers to catch up and 
finish planting 1975 crops ahead of normal. Drought 
conditions began in July and continued until mid- 
August. Early corn and pasture conditions declined 
most severely. Ample rain fell during September with 
more than desired for the “bootheel” cotton crop. Har- 
vesting conditions were favorable through the fall 
and crops were out of the fields far ahead of normal. 
The good weather allowed a much greater amount 
of fall tillage for 1976 crops. 


The 1975 All-Crop Production Index for Missouri, at 
124, was 16 points higher than 1974, but 8 points be- 
low 1973. The yield index at 118 was 14 points above 
1974, but 21 points below 1973. Both indexes use the 
1957-59 period as their base. 


Production of soybeans during 1975 in Missouri to- 
taled 114 million bushels, 22 percent more than 1974, 
but 10 percent below the record crop of 126.9 million 
bushels in 1973. Yield per acre in 1975 at 25.5 bu- 
shels was 4.0 bushels higher than 1974. The record 
high average yield is 28.0 bushels recorded in 1968. 
The 1975 production came from 4,470,000 acres, an 
increase of 120,000 acres from 1974. 


The 1975 production of corn in Missouri was higher 
than the 1974 drought affected crop. The 170 million 
bushels produced in 1975 was 14 percent above a 
year earlier, but 26 percent below 1973. Average yield 
per acre at 63.0 bushels in 1975 was 8 bushels more 
than 1974, but 25 bushels less than 1973. The 1975 


corn crop was harvested from 2.7 million acres, vir- 


tually the same as the 1974 harvested acreage. 


Acreage of wheat harvested in Missouri increased in 
1975 to 1,470,000 acres from 1,310,000 acres harvested 
in 1974. Yield per acre was up 14 percent over 1974 
to 33 bushels per acre, and production totaled 
48,510,000 bushels, up 28 percent from 1974. The 
average price per bushel was $3.00 and the total 1975 
crop value was $145,530,000. 


Missouri cotton production totaled 195,000 bales dur- 
ing 1975, 35,000 bales less than a year ago. The aver- 
age yield per acre was 446 pounds, 111 pounds more 
than a year ago. 


Grain sorghum production in Missouri during 1975 
totaled 26.5 million bushels, 18 percent more than 
1974. The 1975 average yield per acre at 54 bushels 
was 3 bushels higher than the 1974 average. 


Production of all hay totaled 5.7 million tons in 1975, 
an increase of 3 percent from 1974. This increased 
production was a result of more acres harvested, 3.4 
million compared with 3.2 million in 1974. Average 
yield per acre at 1.67 tons was .05 ton less than the 
previous year.

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MISSOURI LIVESTOCK SUMMARY, 1975 


Livestock and related products sold by Missouri farm- 
ers in 1975 were worth $1.49 billion, up 3 percent from 
$1.44 billion realized a year ago. Income from live- 
stock and products amounted to 59 percent of total 
cash receipts compared with 53 percent a year earlier. 
Even though livestock sales continue to provide the 
major portion of Missouri's farm income, its contribu- 
tion has trended downward in recent years. A decade 
ago, livestock receipts were 67 percent of total cash 
receipts. 


All cattle and calves on Missouri farms January 1, 
1976 totaled 6.6 million, 3 percent below the record 
of 6.8 million a year earlier. Missouri ranked third 
behind Texas and Iowa in total cattle inventory. The 
“Show-Me” State was second to Texas in all cows and 
heifers that have calved with an inventory of 3.0 
million. Beef cows numbered 2.7 million, down 2 
percent from January 1, 1975, while milk cows de- 
clined 4 percent to 300,000. Calves born on Missouri 
farms during the year totaled 2,840,000, equal to the 
1974 record number. Nodaway led all counties with 
a January 1, 1976 inventory of 152,500 cattle and 
calves, followed by Johnson, 131,000; Bates, 116,000; 
Lawrence, 114,600; and Cass, 110,000. 


Milk production in 1975 amounted to 3.021 billion 
pounds compared with 2.989 billion pounds a year 
earlier. Average milk per cow was 9,873 pounds per 
year, compared with a yearly average of 9,519 in 
1974. 


The Missouri hog inventory of 3.2 million on Decem- 
ber 1, 1975 was 18 percent below a year earlier and 
the lowest number since 1967, when the December 1 
series began. Sows farrowing on Missouri farms dur- 
ing 1975 numbered 680,000, 25 percent below a year 
earlier. Total pig crop for the year was 4,914,000, off 
25 percent from 1974. 


Nodaway was the leading hog county in 1975 with 
128,000 head. Following in order were Lafayette 
with 117,000; Saline, 108,000; Lincoln, 107,000; and 
Pike, 102,000. These five counties accounted for al- 
most one-fifth of the State’s hog inventory. 


Sheep and lambs on farms January 1, 1976 declined 
to record low 168,000 head, 13 percent below January 
1, 1975. In 1975, the lamb crop was also at an all time 
low 145,000, 12 percent below the previous year. Wool 
shorn amounted to 1,306,000 pounds, down 13 per- 
cent from 1974. 


Chickens on farms dropped to 7,020,000 head on De- 
cember 1, 1975 from 7,158,000 head a year earlier. 
Hens and pullets of laying age numbered 5,100,000 
producing 1.2 billion eggs compared with 5,240,000 
hens and pullets producing 1.15 billion eggs in 1974. 


Turkey growers raised 8.1 million turkeys in 1975, 14 
percent fewer than in 1974. Breeder hens on Missouri 
farms December 1, 1975 declined 16 percent to 
155,000, the lowest number since 141,000 in 1960. . 
Missouri ranked fifth in the number of turkeys raised. 


Missouri honey production for 1975 is placed at 
6,510,000 pounds, a sharp 45 percent increase from 
the previous year. Colonies of bees numbered 105,000 
with an average yield per colony of 62 pounds. In 
1974, 100,000 colonies yielded 45 pounds per colony.

MISSOURI FARM INCOME SUMMARY, 1975 


Cash receipts from farm marketings in Missouri de- 
clined in 1975 for the first time since 1967. Missouri 
farmers received $2.5 billion during 1975, down 7 per- 
cent from the record $2.7 billion in 1974. Lower prices 
for grain crops contributed to an 18 percent decline 
in crop receipts from $1.29 billion in 1974 to 1.05 bil- 
lion in 1975. Livestock and livestock product receipts 
increased in 1975 to $1.49 billion, compared with 
$1.44 billion in 1974. Higher hog prices contributed 
much of this increase. 


Hogs led all livestock in Missouri in prices received, 
bringing a yearly high in September of $59.20 per 
cwt. compared with a 1974 high of only $40.00 per 
cwt. Beef cattle prices dropped even more during 
1975 to a yearly low of $25.70 in February. The high- 
est monthly average price paid for beef cattle was 
$34.40 in June. Dairy farmers received a high of $9.95 
per cwt. for milk in December 1975, compared with 
the 1974 high of $8.88 in January. 


Crop prices generally declined during 1975. The Jan- 
uary high for soybeans was $6.14 per bushel, com- 
pared with a 1974 high of $8.10 per bushel. The low 
mark for soybeans was $4.23 per bushel in December. 
Corn prices were 19 percent lower in 1975, ranging 
from $3.05 per bushel in January to $2.38 in Novem- 
ber. Wheat growers faced a sharp decline in prices 
in 1975. The high price was $3.74 per bushel in Janu- 
ary, 1975 compared with $5.44 in February, 1974. 
Grain sorghum prices ranged from $4.51 in August to 
$3.79 in November. Hay prices showed the only in- 
crease in prices received, ranging from $51.00 per ton 
in April to $41.00 in September. 


Egg prices in 1975 were slightly lower than 1974, 
ranging from 63.6 cents per dozen in December to 
38 cents in June. Broiler prices were higher than a 
year earlier with a high of 30.5 cents a pound in July. 
Turkey prices decreased, ranging from 37.0 cents per 
pound in October and November to 26 cents per 
pound in June.

Farm production expenses climbed even higher dur- 
ing 1974. Total expenses rose 13 percent to $2.4 bil- 
lion. Fertilizer and lime products showed the biggest 
increase—97 percent—from $121 million in 1973 to 
$238 million in 1974. Feed items increased 13 percent 
in cost to $549 million. Total operating expenses rose 
to $1.58 billion, up 14 percent from 1973. Other large 
expense items include repair and operation of capital 
items, $245 million; depreciation, $410 million; hired 
labor, $98.3 million; seed, $71.6 million; taxes on 
farm property, $90.1 million; and interest on farm 
mortgage debt, $108.6 million.

WHY SHOULD I REPORT? 


That question is probably asked by a farmer every time a survey form from 
the Missouri Crop and Livestock Reporting Service shows up in his mailbox. It's 
a good question; afterall, participation in surveys is purely voluntary. But 
the reason so many growers do take part is that they know their involvement is 
the basis for developing Missouri and national crop and livestock estimates. 


Unbiased indications of acreages, yield, production, cattle on feed, hog 
breeding plans, dairy and poultry output, and other items go a long way toward 
helping producers make useful plans. 


Crop and livestock estimates are working tools for farmers. They may de- 
cide to cut hog production or switch from corn to soybeans, or hold wheat off 
the market temporarily, or feed more or fewer cattle. These choices can be made 
freely, based on how agricultural estimates picture the total situation. 


Crop and livestock information also aids farm organizations and legis- 
lators in planning programs. 


Some farmers are concerned about how the estimates may influence farm 
prices. Yes, prices may rise or fall slightly after a report. But the true 
supply entering the market has the long-run impact on the price. Simply omit- 
ting official crop and livestock estimates is not going to change the facts. 


One reason the program has worked...and worked well for over a century... 
is that so many recognize the value of the estimates. Some of our respondents 
have been participating in the surveys for over half of that century. 


We guarantee that all answers provided by farmers on their question- 
naires remain confidential and are used only to form State and national summaries. 
The personal information goes no further than the office of the Missouri Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. 


Another point of pride with us is that the estimates are based solely on 
survey responses and our field visits and professional appraisal of the situa- 
tion. There are no outside influences or considerations in developing the in- 
formation we make public. Also, nobody gets a jump on the estimate--not buyers, 
not sellers, not USDA officials. 


We're the first to admit that our estimates probably don't always go the 
way you'd like, but we do know and so do you that estimates that accurately re- 
flect the true situation are the only kind that do anybody any good. 


Accuracy in our estimates is tied tightly to the degree of response in 
surveys because each farmer contacted actually represents a large group of 
similar producers. Consequently, the better the response from farmers, the more 
details we have for reliable estimates. 


Our estimates provide a reliable, unbiased picture of Missouri's agri- 
culture. The facts on present and prospective supplies furnish a sound founda- 
tion for judgement and action by farmers, other businessmen, crop and livestock 
interests, government agencies, and all associated with agriculture.
